A STRAIGHT gable Colonial home of authentic details containing six 
rooms and bath. The size on the ground is 24x36 feet, not counting 
the open porch or the rear entry projection. You can't go wrong in 
selecting this old-time favorite. 
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rHIS book is designed to help you select the home you want to build. It contains 107 
home building designs. These homes are of all the most popular architectural styles. In cost 
they are the lowest possible in view of their styles. Each one of these homes has been actually 
built and, as will be seen from the exterior views, is good to look at. After any one of them has been 
built, its owner will be proud of it. The floor plans were drawn to include all of the modern 



conveniences. 



But that isn't all that these plans offer you. Mere matters of siz;e and layout, important as they 
are, have not been enough for designers of these homes. They have sought to give you more, in the 
form of those little niceties of home planning which particular people appreciate, such as closets, down' 
stairs lavatories, fireplaces, balconies, downstairs bedrooms for servants, easy and convenient communica' 
tion between rooms, step-saving arrangements in the kitchen, and a hundred other little things that mean 
more livability in your home. These are the things that don't cost much extra, sometimes nothing extra, 
yet they mean much in comfort and convenience. Years of experience are necessary to know how to 
get these big little extras into a plan and still hold down the cost. 

It is just such experience which has gone into the planning of these homes. Naturally, to make 
sure that you get the full benefit of that knowledge, you will want to have complete plans for building 
your house. Only in that way can you avoid mistakes and at the same time assure yourself that the 
house when finished will look just as it does in the book. 

It is only by using a complete plan, too, that you can get a definite estimate on the cost of building 
your home. All other figures are but guesses and it is dangerous to guess when building, no matter 
how experienced in building the guesser is. 

The proper person to give you a definite, reliable estimate on your home is your local lumber dealer 
or builder. Consult him; get the benefit of his advice on homebuilding conditions as they obtain in your 
community. He will tell you and his counsel will be as reliable as any can be, for your permanent 
satisfaction is his concern and he will see that you get it. 

Finally, remember that in homebuilding as in everything else, you cannot have everything you want. 
Compromises have to be made somewhere and probably more have to be made when building a home 
than in anything else. So don't give up too easily. You will find some house in this book which will 
come as near fitting your specifications as probably any house possibly could and in time you will prob- 
ably find it fitting them better than you imagined.

rHE inset porch at the corner of this home and the sun room that adjoins 
it are two good features of this shingled and frame house. While it has 
the appearance of being only a storyand'a'half, the dormer projection 
gives an additional room on the second floor. The house is 24 ft. wide and 
26 ft. deep and has six rooms exclusive of the sun room, sewing room, and 
bath. The living room is 23 ft. long which is a good feature of this home. 
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THIS Mission style stucco story-and-a-half home contains five rooms. The 
artistic roof arrangement with the dormer windows and the severe lines 
of the stuccoed fireplace chimney carry out the mission effect. The 
house is 28 ft. wide and 22 ft. deep. The floor plan shows the arrangement 
of the rooms and their sizes.

T TEKE is a charming home of frame with shingled walls that will fit equally 
J~£ well into a setting that may be out in the country, or into city surround- 
ings. It is a distinctive home because of the unusual roof treatment 
and the brick porch. The home is 34 ft. wide and 26 ft. deep and contains 
six rooms besides a large entrance hall and bath. How the rooms are arranged 
and their dimensions are shown on the floor plan.

T T ERE is another of the English type of stucco homes. The numerous 
J~J gables with panels in them, the outside fireplace chimney and the 
shuttered windows are beautiful features that set this house out of the 
ordinary run of homes. The house contains six rooms and bath, two of the 
three bedrooms and bathroom being on the second floor. It will be noticed 
by the floor plan that all of these rooms are large and well-lighted and ventilated. 
The dining room projects out even with the porch floor which gives oppor- 
tunity for an abundance of light, making it a cheery room.

rHE Dutch architectural influence is shown on this very attractive shin' 
gled house. The long slope of the roof with the wide dormer projec 
tion, the shuttered windows and the entrance door all are reminders of 
the early Dutch homes. The house is 26 ft. wide and 24 ft. deep and contains 
six well arranged rooms aside from the bathroom.

rjTERE is a good type of the Colonial design of frame construction. The 
±± entrance leads into a central hall to the right of which is the living 
room extending the depth of the house with a large sun room con- 
nected with it by French doors. At the left is a good sized dining room with 
a pergola covered porch adjoining. Upstairs there are three bedrooms and two 
baths. The home is 35 ft. wide and 24 ft. deep.

rHE roof treatment of this frame shingled home makes it stand out as an 
attractive house. The home contains five large rooms and bath. The 
living room extends the depth of the house and is 11 ft. by 21 ft. with 
French doors opening onto the open porch on either side of the fireplace. Up' 
stairs there are two large bedrooms and bathroom.

7_TERE is a delightful home of frame and shingles. As will be seen by 
ii tne floor plan, the entrance leads directly into the living room which 
extends the full width of the house— 27 ft. The dining room also is 
large, 11 ft. by 14 ft., and out of it run the stairs to the second floor where 
there are three bedrooms and bath. The dimensions of the home are 28 ft. by 
24 ft. exclusive of the projection at the rear of the first floor where there is 
a cozy breakfast nook and pantry. The illustration shows the exterior beauty 
of the home.

rHIS is an excellent example of a three gable frame home that is popular 
because of its economical cost. However, the addition of an entry porch 
and an open porch have taken away the plain lines of the old gabled house 
and have made it very attractive. It contains six rooms and bath. All of the 
rooms are of good siz,e, the living room being especially large and the use of a 
double cased opening between it and the dining room gives spaciousness to the 
living room. The home is 26 ft. square exclusive of the two porches and the 
entry hall.

OTUCCO homes that follow the English architectural style with the steep 
^3 pitched roof and resultant gables are most popular. This home contains 
five rooms all on the first floor, but there is space in the attic for one or 
two extra rooms by adding windows in the gables. This home is 28 ft. wide 
and 40 ft. deep — a size that fits well on the narrower city lot. This house may 
be constructed of frame with either wood or metal lath or any of the patent 
stucco bases upon which to apply the stucco, or of tile or brick with the stucco 
applied. The convenient arrangement and the size of the rooms are shown on 
the floor plan.

T T ERE is a home of an unusual style of shingled frame. The roof treat- 
JT~Z ment is such that it gives the house an attractive appearance although 
the walls are practically unbroken except for the windows. The house 
is 32 ft. by 26 ft. and contains six rooms and a sun room. The open porch 
that is set into the corner is another unusual feature. The floor plan shows 
the room arrangement and sizes of the rooms.

The home is 30 ft. wide and 48 ft. deep and contains six 
rooms and bath.

rHE Spanish style stucco bungalow with a gaily tiled roof has been trans' 
ported from California and is now being erected everywhere. A fine type 
of architecture is shown in this design. The home is 40 ft. wide and 
50 ft. deep and contains six rooms. The terrace at the front and one that juts 
into the house at the side off the dining room are unusual features. The three 
bedrooms are arranged on one side of the house and there are two baths con' 
veniently located.

rHE semi-open porch with the arched openings, the tile roof and other 
exterior features of this home mark it as of Spanish origin. It is rather 
large for a bungalow, 40 ft. 6" by 47 ft., but it contains five unusually 
large rooms together with a breakfast room, bath and hall. At the side is a 
space in the building where it has been terraced, providing an entrance direct 
to the dining room. The room arrangement is shown on the floor plan and 
attention is called to the bed closet which holds a concealed bed that adds an 
extra sleeping room.

desire to build a Spanish style bungalow. The house is large, being 42 
ft. 6" by 41 ft. and contains five unusually large rooms. The dining room 
is 14 ft. by 17 ft. and the living room is 17 ft. by 17 ft. Two bedrooms, also 
large, with a bath between, are shown on the floor plan.

rHE Spanish influence that is so popular now is shown in this four room 
bungalow.

is reached through the hall leading from the living room. The house contains 
six rooms besides a large sleeping porch on the second floor. One of these rooms 
is a sun room, 10 ft. by 11 ft., which is separated from the living room only 
by folding doors.

T T ERE is a Mission style stucco bungalow, the plain severe walls and roof 
J~~l lines giving it the austere appearance that was affected by the early 
Spanish settlers in California. The home is 34 ft. wide and 22 ft. deep 
and contains five rooms and bath. The entrance at the end of the terrace leads 
into a small vestibule through which the living room is reached. Both living 
and dining rooms are large and are connected by cased openings so that they 
make one very large and pleasant room. 
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T7* SSENTIALLY French in architectural style is this stucco home which 
contains seven rooms and two baths. The design of the home is such 
that each room is individual and yet all of them are connected in such 
a way that they can be conveniently cared for. The living and dining rooms 
are at the front, while one bedroom and kitchen are at the back. Upstairs 
there are two bedrooms and a sewing room. The dimensions are 28 ft. by 25 ft.

in the side of the roof, together with the small paned windows are attrac- 
tive features of this stucco home. The house is 30 ft. deep and 30 ft. 
wide. It contains six rooms with an unusual arrangement as will be seen by 
the floor plan. The living room is 13 ft. by 25 ft. with a dining room, 15 ft. 
6" by 12 ft. connected to it by double doors. There are three large corner 
bedrooms upstairs and a bathroom.

rHIS brick Colonial home will just suit those who want to build this type 
of house and want to do it economically. It has straight walls, which mean 
low construction cost. At the same time the entrance door and the win' 
dows, together with the tile roof make it very attractive.

As will be seen by 
the floor plan, the home contains six rooms, there being three bedrooms and 
two baths on the second floor.

The dimensions of the house is 38 ft. deep and 22 ft. 6" wide. The pergola 
porch and the exposed roof rafters together with the unusual roof lines make 
this home attractive.

The Colonial type entrance with the paned and shutter windows carries out 
the Colonial effect.

The 
dormer set in the roof gives light and ventilation to the two exceptionally large 
bedrooms.

The house is 
28 ft. wide and 26 ft. deep.
